Current pattern of daily activity of KRUSE as of mid 

May, 1973, set out herein. Currently it is the custom 

of kRUSE to restrict his contacts with other leaders 

and members of organized crime to a most exclusive basis 
in view of two reasons. One is the fact that he is 
expecting to be indicted by the FGJ in Chicago in the 
very near future. The other is that he has recurred his 
heart problem and is not as active as he has been in the 
recent past. It is the current custom of KRUSE to leave 
his residence only two or three days per week. On these 
occasions he drives his automobile from his residence in 
Skokie, Illinois, a northern suburb of Chicago, to the 
Loop area where he parks in the Garrick Garage located 

on Randolph Street across from the Civic Center. He then 
meets with PIERCE in public restaurants according to pre- 
arranged coded messages he and PIERCE leave for each other, 
primarily in a "messege drop" located in the basement 
restaurant of the Pittsfield Building. According to 
knowledgeable source, KRUSE at present time has very 
little activity in the area of his influence, Lake County, 
Illinois, where the former prime source of his income,

DETAILS: AT CHICAGO, 


CG T-1 and CG T-2 advise that LESLIE KRUSE 
continues to reside with his wife ELSIE at 5206 Oakton 
Street, Skokie, Illinois, an address interchangeably 
known as 3018 Laramie street, Skokie. 


CG T-1 advised that LES KRUSE is relatively 
inactive in the affairs of organized crime at the present 
time, He advised the reasons for this are twofold. 

1) There has been a marked dimunition of income trom 
gambling in Lake County, Illinois, It is noted for many 
years KRUSE has been the "boss" of organized crime iu 
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Lake County, Illinois, an area where during the 1940's and 
1950's income from gambling in all of its forms was considerable, 
However, starting in the mid-1960's and continuing to the 
present day, income from this source has been dried up 
drastically with the result that KRUSE has lost considerable 
influence and power in the leadership of organized crime, 
This, according to CG T-1 is a natural result when a boss of 
organized crime no longer produces income to the coughers of 
organized crime, as he did previously, .However, KRUSE is not 
unique in this regard, inasmuch as this situation has been 
prevelant in the Chicago area in recent years, 


The other reason for the relative inactivity of 
KRUSE at the present time is his ill health. CG T-1 and CG 
T-2 have both advised that KRUSE continues to suffer from the 
heart attacks which he had two and three years ago. CG T-2 
advised that he learned from another individual that KRUSE be- 
came very ill and had to have a supply of oxygen administered 
to him immediately which saved his life. CG T-2 advised that 
he learned from the other individual who apparently was in the 
presence of KRUSE when this occurrance happened, that had 
several more minutes elapsed before the supply of oxygen was 
administered to KRUSE he would have lost his life, CG T-2 ad- 
vised that he has heard from individuals who are close to KRUSE 
that from time to time he acts in a very remote and irrational 
manner as if ne is in a daze and not in touch with reality. 


CG T-l advised that the bulk of income to KRUSE at 
the present time comes from the Nu-Way Contracting Company on 
Kedzie Avenue in Chicago. CG T-2 advised that KRUSE has owned 
Nu-Way since the 1940's, CG T-2 advised that whereas KRUSE 
was an officer of the Nu-Vay Contracting Company during the 
1940's, 1950's, and 1960's, and was well known in this capacity, 
he left this position in the late 1960's due to the fact that 
the FBI had disseminated information to General Services 
Administration advising them of his ownership and leadership 
in the Nu-Way Contracting Company. CG T-1 advised at this time 
Nu-Way bid on most of the contracts in the Chicago area and 
even built Pest Offices in the Chicago suburbs. Up until that 
time Nu-Way was a very productive and lucrative enterprise, 
However, after it became known that KRUSE, a top level leader 
of organized crime in Chicago, was the person involved in Nu- 
Way, he was unable to successfully bid on these contracts even 
though his bids meny times were the low bids, As a result,.

the income from Nu-Way diminished considerably. KRUSE then 
leit his position with Nu-Vay and attempted to convince 
businesses and Governmental agencies that he was no longer 
involved in Nu-Way. However, according to CG T-1, KRUSE 
continues to be the majority stockholder in Nu-Way, although 
he is no longer an officer.

CG T-1 advised that as a res of this situation, 
KRUSE, represented by his front HENRYYORTH, the President of. 
Nu-Way, has been attempting to sel# Nu-Way. However, in view 
of thé fact that Nu-Way has been unable to keep up its balance 
and maintain a good position in the industry, its worth in 
recent years is but a fraction of what it was worth previously 
and KRUSE has been unable to attract any serious offer, As a 
result, KRUSE continues to own Nu-Way and is continuing to 
attempt to sell it at bis terms.
